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WARBOYS MAN AWARDED 
LEGION OF HONOUR TITLE 


Mr Victor Steward of Warboys has been 
awarded the rank of Chevalier (Knight) of 
the Legion of Honour by the President of 
France, the highest decoration that can be 
bestowed by that country. 

He was presented with his insignia by the 
High Sherriff of Cambridgeshire, Captain 
Victor Lucas RN DL at a ceremony at the 
Parish Centre, Warboys on Tuesday 26th 
January at 3.00 p.m, surrounded by his 
family, friends and members of the local 
branch of the Royal British Legion. 

The citation from the French Ambassador 
to Mr Steward reads 'I offer you my warmest 
congratulations on this high honour 
in recognition of your acknowledged 
military engagement and your steadfast 
involvement in the Liberation of France 
during the Second World War'. 

Mr Steward, 95 was involved in the 
Normandy D-Day landings in June 1944 and 
is a long-time resident of Warboys. He was 
founder of the popular Steward's Hardware 
store in the village until its recent closure 
and is a former member of Warboys Parish 
Council. 

The High Sheriff said 'I am delighted to be 
able to perform this honour for a fellow 
Warboys resident and a former service man 


like myself. This is a well-deserved acknowl¬ 
edgement of Mr Steward's contribution 
and that of many others like him in the 
liberation of France all those years ago and 
is thoroughly deserved.' 

Chairman of the Parish Council, Mrs Mary 
Bucknell, added 'I am very pleased for Mr 
Steward who, in addition to his wartime 
exploits, has played a valuable and much 
respected role in the community of Warboys. 
I offer him sincere congratulations on behalf 
of the Parish Council.'

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Rebuilds after ATM theft 


The Co-Operative on Newtown Road, 
Ramsey, was robbed at some point during 
the morning of Friaday January 8th, 
when thieves audaciously used building 
equipment to steal the ATM attached to the 
far wall. 

Still known locally as The Rainbow', the ATM 
was ripped from the wall of the supermarket 
in the early hours of the morning, with 
thieves absconding in a red Mitsubishi, which 
was also stolen and then later recovered by 
police. The ATM has been confirmed as been 
found nearby said vehicle. 

It is estiated that between midnight and 
2am on the morning of the 8th, a JCB digger 
(of a model also known as a transporter) 


was used to remove the cash machine 
directly from the wall, leaving a hole which 
led directly into the store. The machine is 
estimated to have contained hundreds of 
pounds, although there is no official word on 
the amount recovered after the theft. Police 
are keen to trace a dark blue BMW 435 that 
was seen in the area." 

Fortunately, the store has not suffered any 
lasting structural damage, with repairs 
already underway and the building 
considered to be structurally sound. There 
is no word on plans for a replacement 
cashpoint, although unofficially one is said 
to be expected in the near future. 

Forensic examination is continuing on a 


further vehicle, a red Mitsubishi L200, and 
the cash machine itself, which were found in 
a field near Upwood. The vehicle is said to 
have been torched, possibly in an attempt to 
remove any evidence, and police say that the 
Mitsubishi was stolen from Baldock, in Hert¬ 
fordshire, on New Year's Day 
A spokesman for Cambridgeshire police 
said: "We were called at 2.20am this morning 
to reports of the theft of a cash machine at 
the Co Op in Newtown Road, Ramsey. 

"It is believed a JCB digger was used to 
remove the cash machine. We can confirm 
that a burglary took place in the early hours 
of this morning (Friday 8 January) at our 
food store Ramsey, Huntingdon while it 


was closed. Offenders broke through the 
wall where an ATM was positioned and took 
the cash machine. We are working with the 
police while they investigate this matter." 
The spokesman added that the store 
re-opened to customers at 2pm thefollowing 
day, while a week later Co-op proceeded to 
open a new store in the Huntingdon area. 
Officers say they are keen to hear from 
anyone who may have seen the dark blue 
BMW during this period.

Developer Alan Finch has applied to Hunt¬ 
ingdonshire District Council for permission 
to demolish a series of storage buildings in 
Ramsey to make room for new homes 
The site is located between 86 and 98 
Great Whyte, and was previously used as 
both a bus depot and a distribution centre. 
Currently, the area is largely unoccupied, 
and contains a number of warehouses and 
cabins alongside storage spaces. 

Developers have proposed 33 new homes 
be built on the area, with 11 designated as 
affordable housing as per council guidelines. 
One of the firms acting on behalf of Alan 
Finch have claimed that the current buildings 
are detrimental to Ramsey as a whole, stating 


that new housing would improve the look of 
the town's conservation area and would add 
a differing choice of housing. 

The proposals also suggest that familiar 
building materials will be used, with the 
developer quoted as saying "The proposals 
are still respectful to their context, but 
appearance and layout enables the site to 
have its own sense of place." 

A decision on the proposed plans is expected 
within the next three months, and all docu¬ 
mentation is available on the HDC website.

CRC TEAM UP WITH CAMBS COPS 


Cambridgeshire Constabulary is teaming up 
with Cambridge Regional College in a bid to 
increase the number of special constables 
on the streets. 

The college, which already encourages 
students to volunteer as specials, has joined 
the Employer Supported Policing initiative 
to inspire staff to become special constables. 
The partnership will mean active support 
from CRC for staff who become specials, 
including five days a year paid leave for 
duties and training. 

Assistant Chief Constable Mark Hopkins 
said: "The College's fantastic Police Academy 
already demonstrates really positive work 
between the college and the Constabulary 
and this initiative takes us on to another 
level. We are delighted that CRC has become 
one of the first colleges in the country, and 


the first in the county, to support the Special 
Constabulary in such a positive way." 

CRC principal Anne Constantine added: 
"The students are benefiting hugely from 
working with the police through our Police 
Academy and many of them will be applying 
for the Special Constabulary." 

Head of Cambridgeshire Special 
Constabulary, Victor Kerlin believes the 
scheme is an opportunity for employers and 
their staff to help keep communities safe 
while improving individual skills. 

He said: "It is a partnership between 
Cambridgeshire employers and Cambridge¬ 
shire Constabulary providing police training 
for staff, contributing directly to the security 
of staff and premises, building police 
relationships and directly helping to make 
Cambridgeshire safe." 
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Eight arrested in Andrew Bedford murder probe 


Eight suspects have been arrested 
by officers involved with Operation 
Ongar, which was re-launched 
last year to track down the killer 
of Andrew Bedford, who was 
murdered in Ramsey in 1990. 

Seven suspects were arrested on suspicion 
of crimes related to covering up or assisting 
the murder, while the eighth, a 56-year-old 
man from Southampton, was detained and 
questioned in connection with the killing. 
The 56-year-old was later released on 
bail subject to his return to a station in 
Southampton in April, while the further 
seven were questioned by officers in March, 
Cambs, before also being released on bail. 
Andrew Bedford went missing on September 
28,1990, in the Factory Bank area just off the 
Great Whyte. Investigators later suspected 
he was killed with a shotgun that same 
evening, at a garage called Mongrel Cars 
which has since been dissolved. 

The first breakthrough came in June last 
year, when a thirteen-day search of land by 
Stocking Fen Road revealed pieces of bone, 
which are still being forensically tested. 

In September, this paper reported on a 
fresh appeal, when officers associated with 
Operation Ongar spoke to Ramsey residents 
and handed out leaflets in order to gain 
further information on his murder. 

The police are still seeking information 


regarding this case. Anyone with such 
information should contact the major crime 
unit on 01480 422791, email operation ongar 
directly at operation.ongar@cambs.pnn.

Guide to legal terminology 

Assisting an offender: an offense in which a 
person is suspected of directly assisting with 
the committing of a crime. It is punishable 
by a sentence of between 3 and 10 years 
imprisonment 

Conspiracy to prevent lawful burial: an 

offence which is infrequently charged. As 
a common law offence, it is triable only 
on indictment and can be punished by an 
unlimited fine, imprisonment, or both. 
Perverting the course of justice: a criminal 
offence in which a person prevents justice from 
being served on him/herself or on another 
party. It is a common law offence carrying a 
maximum sentence of life imprisonment.

At our first meeting of 2016 we welcomed 
three member of the public whose input we 
greatly appreciate. 

Our regular e-cops emails have been few 
and so hope this point to a lack of criminal 
activity in the neighbourhood. 

Fly tipping 

Our footpaths officer, Richard, provided 
a detailed report of the state of the paths 
around Bury - with particular note that 
Holt Drove was becoming blocked by fly 
tipping of "garden waste". This is likely to 
be from a neighbouring garden and will be 
investigated by HDC. It is regrettable that 
householders feel empowered to dispose of 
their rubbish on a public footpath! 

The cemetery is looking in good order 
thanks to the efforts of our handyman, Mr 
Badcock, who continues to do an excellent 
job. 

The Chairman met with Sargeant Andrew 
Street to discuss traffic in Bury. Among the 
proposals discussed were traffic calming in 
Owls End, speeding on the Upwood Road 
and parking on Grenfell Road. 

Clinic site development 

The development of the Clinic site on 
Upwood Road continues to perplex us - the 
planning permission, dated 23rd December, 
was recently posted on the HDC planning 
portal for the development of 60 homes 
following the demolition of the former USAF 
clinic building. This was 2 days after the 
signing the 106 agreement: an agreement 
through which the developer transfers funds 
to HDC for services on the development site. 
However the most perplexing condition 
contained in this permission is that no 
development shall take place including any 
works of demolition until a construction 
management plan or construction method 
statement has been submitted to and been 


approved in writing by the Local Planning 
Authority. Everyone in Bury cannot fail to 
be aware that demolition started in August 
last year, some 5 months prior to permission 
being granted, and these works have 
continued to blight our neighbourhood: 
through noise, dust and most recently a 
significant amount of mud along the length 
of the Upwood Road deposited by the 
plethora of lorries removing spoil from the 
site. 

Finally for those conspiracy devotees 
amongst us the planning department then 
issued a letter dated 24th December noting 
the withdrawal oftheapplication to demolish 
the 2 storey sheet metal clad medical centre 
clinic at RAF Upwood: presumably because it 
had already been demolished!! 

Objections ignored 

Whilst our objections and those of a number 
of Bury residents have been ignored to date, 
we will continue to strive to make our voice 
heard with both the planners and developers 
in order to try to achieve a development in 
keeping with the environs of Bury. However 
I regret to say that we do not hold out much 
hope even when central government is 
postulating local decision making by local 
people. 

Nevertheless I would still encourage all who 
have an opinion on local planning matters to 
make it known to the planning department 
at HDC. 

We always welcome input from villagers 
either in writing to the clerk or at our 
meetings which are held on the first 
Wednesday of the month in Bury village 
hall - the agenda for which is posted on the 
village notice boards. Our next meeting is on 
3rd February 2016. 


A shed belonging to the Ramsey Abbey 
Walled Kitchen Garden was robbed last 
month, as thieves absconded with an 
industrial shredder worth around £500.00. 
The theft, which appeared to be 
premeditated as very little else was removed 
or damaged, occurred sometime between 
Thursday 14th and Saturday 16th of January, 
with the door being forced open and various 
elements of the shed damaged. 

The shredder is largely used by the 
volunteers at the site to clear away dead 
foliage and debris from the garden, 
alongside any branches that are damaged. 
This is particularly important during the 
autumn and winter seasons, and will be 
sorely missed during the next few months. 

A spokesperson spoke of the importance of 
the equipment, stating that "it was locked 
up in our shed, which was forced open and 
broken and is now in need of replacing" 

A security advisor is being called in to 


oversee a review of security in and around 
the walled garden, which has been part of 
the Abbey grounds for many years, and will 
be asked to provide options as to its security 
in order to prevent a reoccurrence. 

The garden itself is used to grow fruits 
and vegetables for sale to local residents, 
following a 5 year clearance (removing 
brambles, clearing paths) by a team of 
volunteers. The group aim to restore the 
Ramsey Abbey Walled Kitchen Garden 
located in the grounds of Abbey College, 
Ramsey to its pre World War 1 form. Restored 
features include an apple tunnel supporting 
traditional local apple varieties and an iron 
gate, similar to the original fixtures and 
fittings. 

The restored garden will be an educational 
resourcefortheschoolandothercommunity 
groups. In liaison with the Rural Museum, 
research will be undertaken into the 
development of horticulture in Cambridge-

Anyone with information on this crime is anonymously. 
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Flower and tributes are being left at the 
home of an elderly woman who died in a 
house fire earlier this month. 

The fire occurred in the early hours of 
January 19th after a neighbour alerted the 
authorities, having heard a fire alarm and 
spotted smoke coming from the downstairs 
area of the home. 

Officer from four fire stations attended the 
scene, including Ramsey, Stanground and 
Whittlesey, after 999 calls suggested that the 
resident was still inside the property. 

A neigbour reportedly from the same house 
as the 999 call attempted to enter the blaze, 
smashing a window in a desperate attempt 


to save the occupants life. It is understood 
that the victim had lived in the house for 
over 40 years, and that her husband was 
receieving treatment at a nearby hospital at 
the time of the fire. 

A spokesman for the Cambridge fire and 
rescue service confirmed that the house was 
"well alight when crews arrived", also adding 
that "An additional crew from Huntingdon 
along with a command support unit also 
attended. Firefighters wearing breathing 
apparatus forced entry to the house and 
began searching whilst firefighting with 
hose reels and jets." 

The spokesman confirmed that firefighters 


found the body of an elderly woman in a 
downstairs room, and that a full fire inves¬ 
tigation is now underway, with the aim of 
determining the cause of the blaze. 
Cambridgeshire police have passed the 
investigation onto the coroners office, 
commenting that the death was not being 
treated as suspicious and that they would 
not be investigating any further. 

A spokesman for the East of England 
Ambulance Service said: "An ambulance 
crew, ambulance officer, Hazardous Area 
Response Team and a response car from 
Magpas attended. Sadly, an elderly woman 
died at the scene."

F ollowing Christmas 2014, I looked in 
my wardrobe for something to wear to 
a New Year Event. My first and second 
choices had shrunk! It was time to face 
up to the fact that I had expanded. A New 
Year was beginning and I needed to do 
something about my expanding waistline. 
Already a member of Ramsey U3A I thought 
maybe some of the other members may be 
thinking along the same lines. I aired the 
idea, other like minded members signed 
up; in March 2015 the Weight Loss Support 
Group was borne. 

Steady wait loss 

The group aims to do what it says on the 
label; we support and encourage each 
other. We meet twice a month, firstly we 
hop on the scales (this is optional) we then 
have a coffee and biscuits, rich tea biscuits 
of course. We do not set targets, take before 
and after pictures, or follow the same diet. 
We all feel we know for ourselves what a 
healthy diet should contain. Our aim is for a 
steady weight loss, (a marathon rather than 
a sprint) we feel long term this is the best 
approach. We encourage each other to just 
keep going, even if the loss is only tiny, or no 
loss at all. 


Here is a summary of some of 
the key things you should first 
consider: 

Financial issues 

• You will need to register as an employer

Before offering a job ensure you've 
completed some basic checks: 

Do they have the right to work in the UK,

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Bury resident fined 
for fly-tipping

A Bury man has entered a guilty plea at 
Peterborough Magistrates Court on 13 
January 2016 after admitting to fly-tipping 
some conifers at Woodwalton in a case 
brought by Huntingdonshire District 
Council. 

The court heard that Mr Worboys 
of Tunkers Lane, Bury was spotted 
fly-tipping on 18 September by a member 
of the public who made a note of his 
vehicle registration number and passed 
it on to the Council’s Enforcement Team. 
As a result, Mr Worboys was interviewed, 
under caution, on 24 September 2015 
when he admitted the offence. 

Mr Worboys, who offered no explanation 
other than he was turned away by the 
household waste recycling centre, was 
given credit by the court for an early 
guilty plea. His limited means of £200 
income per week were taken into account 
and he was fined £100, with a £20 Victim 
Surcharge He was also ordered to pay a 
contribution of £125 towards the costs of 
investigation, £100 for the clean-up and 
£200 towards prosecution costs, all of 
which he was ordered to pay within seven 
days. 

Councillor Robin Carter, Executive

Residents welcomed the decision to prosecute the case, 
with one arguing that "without enforcement, people will 
just continue to throw these things out without thinking 
about the rest of us" 

Environment, said: “Fly-tipping is 
unsightly, has a detrimental impact on the 
environment and is very costly to remove. 
We would encourage anyone who has any 
information on fly-tipping to report it 
to the council. We take fly-tipping very 
seriously, and will, wherever possible, 
instigate legal action against anyone who 
participates in such activities.”

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An eye on our local MP 


Shaliesh Vara has been busier than 
ever in the new year, involving 
himself in a number of local 
matters alongside attending to his 
ministerial duties and governmental 
appointments. 

At the start of this month, Mr Vara visited 
the village of Barnack to view the site of 
a proposed housing development which 
could bring an additional 80 homes to the 
village. 

An outline planning application for land to 
the west of Uffington Road, Barnack, was 
recently submitted to the local planning 
authority, Peterborough City Council. 
The proposal has been met with fierce 
opposition from Barnack Parish Council and 
local residents, with numerous submissions 
having been made to the city council as part 
of its consultation. 

Mr Vara met with local residents and 
Peterborough City Councillor, David Over, to 
discuss their concerns. 

Following the meeting Mr Vara comment- 
ed:"This proposal is totally inappropriate for 
a beautiful conservation village like Barnack. 
The outline application for some 80 homes 
along Uffington Road would be a large-scale 
development and it would increase the 


housing in Barnack by some 18%. 

The site is located in open countryside 
and is not within the village envelope. 
Peterborough CityCouncil, the local planning 
authority, has well-established rules and 
regulations regarding village envelopes and 
it is clear that this application runs counter 
to these, along with other extant planning 
policies, and should therefore be rejected." 
Cllr David Over, Peterborough City Councillor 
for the Barnack Ward said: "People who live 
in Barnack choose to live in a small village. 
This development threatens not just an extra 
80 houses but opens up all the fields around 
Barnack and all other nearby villages." 

Mr Harry Brassey, Chairman of Barnack Parish 
Council, also commented: "This proposed 
development is totally inappropriate for 
a small conservation village with limited 
facilities and we're absolutely determined to 
protect the rural environment that defines 
our parish. We believe that if this application 
is approved it will open the floodgates for 
yet further development in other villages in 
the Stamford and Peterborough area." 

Mr Vara has also commented on two stories 


close tothe hearts of local people, namely the 
confirmation that new developments would 
be going ahead on the RAF molesworth 
site, and this month's announcement by 
Hinchingbrooke Health Care NHS Trust 
and Peterborough & Stamford Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust regarding closer 
cooperation between the two hospitals, 
Regarding the co-operation between the 
two hospitals, Mr Vara seems confident 
that it is the right move so long as front-line 
services are not effected, saying "In the 
present economic climate it is right that we 
look at ways of saving money in the public 
sector, especially for back office work such 
as management, finance and IT. Where there 
is duplication, efficiencies should be sought. 
However, if there are to be closer links, then 
it is vital that front-line services are not 
affected and there is a clear understanding 
that they will remain at both Hinching¬ 
brooke and Peterborough." 

However, on the topic of the proposed 
future development of RAF Molesworth, Mr 
Vara stated that he was working closely with 


Cllrs Jim White and Jason Ablewhite from 
Huntingdonshire District Council to ensure 
that once the US Air Force leave the site, 
the council would work with the Ministry 
of Defence to secure the best possible 
outcome. His official statement would seem 
to represent his feelings on the best possible 
outcome, that being an increase in both 
housing and infrastructure in the area. The 
statement read as follows. 

"We need more local housing and if the 
proposals put forward by the Ministry 
of Defence for RAF Molesworth proceed 
then they would certainly help to meet 
that demand. Given the location of RAF 
Molesworth, it is important that any 
proposals ensure that there is the proper in¬ 
frastructure to accompany any development. 
I have already had a meeting with Defence 
Minister, Mark Lancaster MP, and he has 
agreed to meet again with me and members 
of the local community to discuss ways of 
working together as we move forwards."

Local Crime Update for the Ramsey Area: 


Here are details of offences in the Ramsey area 
reported to police between 4th and 18th January. 
Lodes End Drove - Between 5th and 6th January, 
unknown offenders have forced padlocks to 
three concrete storage buildings, gained entry 
and stolen a red and black torch and attempted 
to gain access to a JCB heavy vehicle. 

Newtown Road - On 8th January in the early 
hours, unknown offenders have used a JCB 
Digger stolen earlier from an address on Hollow 
Road, Ramsey Forty Foot, to remove an ATM 
cash machine from within the wall at the retail 
premises before departing the scene. 

High Street - Between the 4th and the 12th 
January, unknown offenders have broken a glass 
panel and gained access through a ground floor 
window of a Public House. They then proceeded 
to smash open a fruit machine and remove the 
money from inside before leaving the premises. 
Bury Road - On 8th January, unknown offenders 
have apparently used a vehicle to apply pressure 
to a garage door in an unsuccessful attempt to 
force entry, resulting in damage to the door. 
High Street - On 13th January, an offender took 
an Apple iphone from a member of the public 
outside a shop in the High Street. It was later 
recovered at a remote location several miles 
away. 

Wood Lane - On 13th January, unknown 
offenders have forced entry to a padlocked 
garden gate, broken into a shed and stolen a 
large and very heavy shredder. 

Park Road - On 14th January, a stolen car with 
broken windows and damaged bodywork was 
found abandoned at this location. 

Meadow Lane, Upwood - On 8th January, a 
burned-out car was found abandoned at this 


location. This had been used in connection with 
the theft of an ATM cash machine in Ramsey. 
Here are details of offences in the Warboys 
area reported to police between 4th and 18th 
January. 

Padgetts Close - On 16th January, a local 
resident reported suspicious activity in the area: 
an unmarked pickup-style vehicle with two 
males in the cab entered a residential cul-de-sac 
and reversed into two driveways where the 
males appeared to be inspecting the gardens, 
before leaving the area again.

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RECIPE OF THE MONTH 
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AND 
SOUP 


SERVES 

This is a lovely 
green soup. 

It can be made 
with a head of broccoli or if 
you have it in your garden 
or allotment, sprouting 
broccoli. 

INGREDIENTS 

1 head of broccoli approx. 250gm (9oz) 

1 medium onion chopped 

2 leeks chopped 

40 gm (1 Vi oz butter) 

570 ml (1 pt) stock - chicken or vegetable 

1 tbs flour or fine oatmeal 

150 gm (6oz) packet low fat soft cheese 

570 ml (lpt) milk 

Salt and pepper 


METHOD 

1. Trim the broccoli to tiny florets about 
5mm (1/4 in) and chop stalky parts quite 
small. 

2. Melt the butter in a large saucepan add 
the chopped onion, leeks and broccoli 
stalks. Stir well, put the lid on the pan and 
sweat for about 10 minutes. 

3. Stir in flour or oatmeal. Add the milk 
slowly stirring all the time. Add the stock 
and season with salt and pepper. 

4. Simmer for about 15 minutes. 

5. At the same time steam the broccoli 
florets for 4-5 minutes and add to the soup. 
If you prefer you can add the broccoli direct 
to the soup and cook for a further 5-10 
minutes. 

6. Add the cream cheese and then blend 
in a food processor or liquidiser. Adjust 
seasoning if necessary.

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We all know the importance 
of looking after our own 
teeth - brush our teeth twice 
daily, regular checkups with 
a Dentist etc. But how often 
do you think about your pet's 
dental health? 

Dental problems are one of the common 
ailments we see - a shocking 80% of cats & 
dogs over the age of 3 years have a degree 
of dental disease. Their problems differ from 
ours - where we suffer more commonly with 
tooth decay and demineralisation, our pets 
suffer more commonly with periodontal 
disease. 

Periodontal disease is a bacterial infection 
affecting the gums and bone around the 
tooth and it originates from plaque build-up. 
Plaque is a mixture of bacteria and proteins 
derived from saliva and food which naturally 
accumulate in the mouth where it sticks to 
the teeth. It can be easily removed, but after 
48 hours the plaque calcifies and becomes 
a grey or brown hard substance called 
tartar (which is difficult to remove). The 
bacteria and tartar build up cause the gums 
to inflame (gingivitis) and recede, where it 
progresses to infection and destruction of 
the tooth socket. This damage is irreversible 
and painful, often leading to losing the 
tooth. 

The bacteria associated with periodontal 
disease can also enter the bloodstream and 
there is evidence it can cause damage to 
major organs including the heart, liver and 
kidneys. So looking after our pet's teeth is 
more than just avoiding bad breath! 



How do you know if your pet 
is suffering from periodontal 
disease? 

Bad breath is the first indication. Gums which 
bleed during chewing, reluctance to eat and 
excessive drooling are also common signs. 
If you are worried about your pet's dental 
health, please see your Vet for a checkup. 

What can you do about it? 

In the early stages any discomfort can 
be reversed and damage prevented by 
removing the plaque. This is done most 
effectively by daily brushing, but there are 


also special foods, chews and supplements 
that can help. 

In the later stages of periodontal disease, 
professional Veterinary treatment is 
necessary. Under general anaesthetic the 
Vet can remove tartar (including cleaning 
below the gumline where bacteria also 
accumulates) both by hand and by using 
ultrasonic cleaning equipment. The Vet can 
also remove any painful and damaged teeth. 
If you are worried about your pet's dental 
health or want to know more about dental 
products and tooth brushing, please phone 
us on 01487 814789. 

WARNING Be sure to use Veterinary 
approved toothpaste - human toothpaste 
often contains Xylitol which is poisonous to 
dogs and fluoride which can be harmful to 
both cats and dogs. 

Tooth brushing tips 

Get your pet used to having their face 
handling - rub and stroke your pet's face 
around the mouth regularly - don't forget 
to reward them with play or a small treat. 
Repeat daily for at least 5 days. 

Start by using your fingertip with a little 
pet toothpaste. Keeping your pet's mouth 
closed, begin with the canine teeth and work 
backwards down the inside of their cheeks. 
Do this gradually over the course of a few 
sessions. For now ignore the inside surface 
of the teeth and the small incisor teeth at the 
front, they are often the most difficult. 

Once your pet is happy with this, start to 
include the incisor teeth in your routine 

• Progress to a specially designed 
toothbrush when your pet is comfortable 
with the finger brushing 

You may now also include the inside 
surfaces of the teeth when they are used to 
the toothbrush 

Start young - it is generally better 
accepted. BUT it's never too late - older pets 
can learn too. 

Be patient - it's a strange sensation for our 
pets and it takes time for them to accept it

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A guide to planning around Ramsey

A development that hit the headlines 
again this month, with the district council 
split over land usage and the affordable 
housing working party demanding more 
from the developer. However, most of our 
information comes from the Local Plan 
to 2036, which lays out a total area of ap¬ 
proximately 575ha of land for use east of 
the A1(M) at the former Alconbury airfield 
and Grange Farm. This has been allocated 
for a mix of uses, the scale of which is to 
be determined before finalising the Local 
Plan, but development could comprise 
approximately 5000 homes, with 
potential for some more homes in the 
longer term. It also specifies at least 150ha 
of employment land, and is one of the 
first areas to have a designated enterprise 
zone, in the hopes of bringing in new 
business. Where business is concerned, 
approximately 4200m2 gross retail 
floor-space with a maximum of 1500 in one 
store and other stores with a maximum of 
500m2 each, all contained within centres 
to be identified in the masterplan. There 
are also plans for services, restaurants 
and takeaways, all "appropriate to the 
scale of development within centres to be 
identified in the masterplan" 

Where is it currently at? The first stage of 
the development is well underway, with 
Cambridgeshire County Council having 
selected Morgan Sindall to build the 
new £8.9 million Ermine Street Church 
Academy, the first school in the Alconbury 
Weald development, with houses set to 
follow this year, alongside the community 
buildings and residential services. 


This long touted development may never 
see the light of day, or at least won't be 
an issue for several years yet, due to the 
proposed infrastructure changes. The 
development would see over 9000 new 
daily transport movements on local roads, 
which some councillors and planners 
object to. However, the Local Plan does 
call for An area of approximately 285ha of 
land at Wyton airfield/Wyton-on-the-Hill 
to be allocated for a mix of uses. The 
development could comprise approxi¬ 
mately 3750 homes, approximately 10 
hectares of employment land and around 
3000m2 gross retail floorspace. It also calls 
for a defined centre, to be populated with 
services and restaurants, alongside both 
primary and secondary school provisions. 
Finally, it notes a need for upgraded 
community facilities to serve the needs of 
the current community. 

Initial capacity work indicates that the 
site could accommodate somewhere 
in the region of 3,750 to 4,500 homes, a 
secondary school, three primary schools, 
local shopping and community facilities. 
Part of the site, adjoining the existing 
operational part of RAF Wyton may be 
retained for future military requirements, 
potentially offering additional 
employment opportunities. The 
implications of this scale and nature of 
development have yet to be determined. 
The development is so popular because 
it is considered to be a sustainable, 
brownfield site. However, until the RAF 
has entirely cleared the area development 
cannot occur. 


Upwood airfield provides its own 
unique set of challenges, given its 
current commercial use, and it should be 
noted that this is a separate and as yet 
undeveloped proposal, with the Upwood 
clinic development being dealt with in 
section five. 

According to the local plan, it is suggested 
that 15.3ha of land at RAF Upwood 
and Upwood Hill House is allocated 
for development, including 2 hectares 
of land designated for employment 
and business use and 160 homes. This 
being said, Upwood hill house is said to 
be of reasonable condition, and could 
be considered for restoration if the 
conditions were suitable. Of the 40 or 
so buildings that currently remain on 
site there would appear to be few which 
are of sufficient architectural merit and 
in a sufficiently intact state that refur¬ 
bishment could be viable. Most of the 
other buildings are said to appear to be 
in a condition that refirbishment would 
not be vaible, and therefore they would 
require demolition and clearing. It is also 
likely that the majority of the existing 
roads and hard standing will require 
clearing because of their poor condition. 
It is thought that the best part of the 
site to be developed for employment 
uses will be in the west on land close 
to the southernmost hanger buildings. 
According to the local plan, employment 
development is considered to have 
"potential synergy" with the existing large 
scale buildings which are being used for 
employment purposes. 


Of the many developmental areas in 
Ramsey, perhaps the most prominent 
and relevant is the so called "gateway 
area", being the land across from St Mary's 
Road. Here, developers and planners 
face a number of challenges, including 
issues with visuals and preservation areas, 
landscaping, drainage, accessibility and 
demolition. 

That being said, the local plan highlights 
around 9 hectares of land in this area 
that would be appropriate for residential 
development, with The main point 
of access being taken from a new 
roundabout on St Mary's Road. However, 
it does add a number of conditions that a 
successful development of the site would 
require, up to and including: 

• Provision of a single new access from 
the roundabout on St Mary's Road 

• The design and layout of any 
development proposal reflecting the 
site's importance as a gateway to Ramsey 
and location within the conservation area 

• Retention of trees along site boundaries 
to protect views to and from Northern Mill 
and Ramsey Conservation Area 

• Retention of the existing Northern Mill 
building to act as a local landmark 

Also worthy of note here is the recent 
application to redevelop the land 
between 87-96 Great Whyte, which is 
currently under review. This would add a 
further 33 homes into the mix, alongside 
other plans, for example proposals to use 
land close to the Wing Hing Fish Bar for 
additional building works. Upwood Clinic 
Development 


This development, now well underway 
under the eyes of St Ives firm Campbell 
Buchanan, has caused controversy in both 
the Bury and Upwood parish councils, 
while local residents remain effected by 
demolition works of the former clinic 
building. 

The application itself was looking for, and 
gained, full permission for the demolition 
of the building and redevelopment of the 
site with 60 dwellings. There are to be 16 
two bedroom homes, 26 three bedroom 
properties, 8 four bedroom residences 
and a further 10 five bed units, with the 
site is to be accessed from the existing 
point on Upwood Road. 

Originally, the application was referred 
to Development Management Panel 
because the both of the Parish Councils 
in question had recommended refusal, 
contrary to the district officer's recom- 
mendatio. Bury was dissatisfied with the 
style and density of the development, 
and pointed out that the traffic flow 
assessment was inaccurate. It also 
claimed the development inconven¬ 
ienced neighboring buildings due to 
insufficient off road parking, and that 
houses would be overlooked. Upwood 
and Raveleys Parish Council were less 
scathing in their rejection, stating that 
they were supportive of the principle, 
but still recommending refusal due to 
highway safety and concerns that the 
traffic modelling tools are inaccurate in 
predicting traffic density. This Parish did 
also support the views of the Bury Parish 
Council. 


The Huntingdonshire Local Plan 
to 2036 (referred to in this article 
as the Local Plan) is a proposal 
document still being discussed. 
It is currently in stage 4, and will 
replace the 'saved' policies of 
the Huntingdonshire Local Plan 



6 Brampton 


Another Campbell Buchanan 
development, this large scale 
brownfield site ties in with the 
Wyton and Alconbury projects as a 
converted former military base. 

The St Ives based developer acquired 
the property early last year for 
an undisclosed sum, and made a 
planning application last October 
seeking outline permission to build 
402 homes, a community building 
and retail and business areas on the 
site. 

This project has a great deal more 
support from local politicians, with 
Cllr Mike Shellens, vice-chairman of 
the parish council, heavily involved 
in consultations over the sale of the 
base. He personally welcomed the 
involvement of a local developer, 
but warned the parish would need 
to keep a close eye on detailed 
proposals. 

He said: "The principle of 
development has been agreed by 
the parish council for many years.The 
challenge we have will be to weld 
two areas of significant housing 
separated by a field into a single 
cohesive community." 

Alongside the former RAF site, 
Warwick based developer Catesby 
Estates also held a public exhibition 
last November in the Brampton 
Community Centre, where villagers 
were invited to view a first round of 
proposals for a new development 
of up to 150 new homes, an as yet 
unknown proportion of which will 
be proposed as affordable housing, 
in line with legal guidelines. 


7 Warboys 


Of note in Warboys are two 
developments, located at opposite 
ends of the town. 

Firstly, the development which has 
received the most local and media 
attention is one planned for land 
just off Farriers way. Now well into 
the building stage, local residents 
went was far as to commission their 
own traffic survey. This single site is 
set to comprise 74 propertyies, while 
an adjacent site has an additional 
capacity for around 20 dwellings. 
Residents were able to prove that 
the developers suggested traffic 
movements were significantly 
wrong, with the new properties 
set to generate 820 movements 
a day, almost 750 more than the 
developers survey had reported. 
However, council officers maintain 
that the site would not have a 
harmful impact on the immediate 
and wider surrounding area. 

The second site in question lies on 
undeveloped land on the north side 
of the classified B1040 Ramsey Road 
in Warboys. 

The triangular plot is being 
developed by Cocksedge, and has 
caused significant problems on 
the B1040 with use of temporary 
traffic lights. This development will 
include 4 one bedroom homes, 10 
two bedroom residences, 4 three 
bedroom houses and a further four 
bedroom residence, making a total of 
19 new affordable houses. However, 
one parcel of land is protected due 
to the inclusion of a Grade II listed 
milestone.

Pigeon breasts with pea risotto 


This dish has become one of the favourites 
on restaurant menus. It is no coincidence that 
well-fed woodpigeons go well with peas. The 
risotto goes almost as well with duck breast and 
other pan roasted game. 

Ingredients 

Serves two 

Breasts of 2 pigeons 

4oz (100 g) risotto rice 

9 oz (250 g) frozen peas 

1 pint (600 ml) game or chicken stock 

4 fl oz (100 ml) whipping cream 

6 large prunes 

1 oz (25 g) parmesan cheese 

1 clove of garlic 

1 sprig of thyme 

1/2 tsp each of chopped 

mint and chives 

Splash of fresh orange juice 

Pinch of cayenne pepper 

For the risotto heat a small amount of butter in 
a heavy-bottomed frying pan and add a crushed 
garlic clove and a small bunch of thyme sprigs (I 
usually tie them together). No salt or pepper is 
needed at this stage. 

Add the rice and stir, adding about half a cup of 
stock or water to start the process. Keep stirring 
and add another half cup of stock or water as the 
first evaporates. 

Continue adding stock or water half a cup at 
a time until the risotto is cooked to your taste, 
which usually means that it is still slightly crunchy. 
These days you can buy risotto rice that cooks 
in ten minutes or so, although the traditional 
method takes much longer. 


Take another saucepan, add a small amount 
of whipping cream, warm through and add a 
small bag of peas. Heat through until the peas 
are tender, then allow to cool before mashing 
coarsely in a blender. The mixture should have a 
similar consistency to thick porridge. 

Add a splash of stock to a frying pan, fold in the 
cooked risotto rice, a chopped prune and a pinch 
or two of grated parmesan. Warm through and 
wait until you are 'resting' the pigeon breasts 
before adding the mashed peas. 

Fry the pigeon breasts in a well oiled frying pan 
with salt and pepper, chopped thyme, a quarter 
clove of garlic and a knob of butter. About 2 1/2 
minutes each side will be enough if you like meat 
on the pink side. Deglaze the pan juices on to 
the pigeon breasts with a splash of orange juice 
before resting them for a couple of minutes or so. 
Stir the mashed peas into the risotto, add finely 
chopped chives, a little more parmesan, perhaps 
some lemon juice plus a pinch of cayenne pepper 
and salt to taste. Stir in finely chopped mint 
before serving.

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From Decks to Debates: 



former town councillor Bill Hensley was 
in school, he decided what he would be 
is a radio DJ. When he managed that, he 
decided he wanted to run a Radio Station in

a shop window. When he became managing 
director of Huntingdon Community Radio, 
which sits in the windows of the Saxongate 
Centre, he set his sights on becoming 
Mayor of Huntingdon. This month, we sat 
down with The Right Worshipful Mayor of 
Huntingdon Councillor Hensley to talkabout 
his time on Huntingdon Town Council and 
what comes next. 

The first thing we agree is that the full 
mayoral title is probably too lengthy to print. 
However, it makes the point that this is not 
just an important civic position in the town, 
but a historically significant one as well. Sat 
in the mayoral parlour with Oliver Cromwell 
looking sternly over us, you can feel the 
impact of the history of the office of Mayor, 
and I'm quick to ask if that feeling lingers. 
Bill assures me it does, taking me to see the 
board emblazoned with over 130 former 
mayors that sits just outside the parlour. 
Former occupants include the Earl (and 
inventor) of Sandwich and the illegitimate 
son of John Montagu, and Bill admits that 
being on the board is one of his proudest 
achievements. 

Politics may be important to Bill's life today, 
but music is a passion that has dominated his 
life. At the age of 11 he began broadcasting 
though his school's tannoy system on a set 


of decks he had made in woodwork class. 
After working for all manner of stations, 
from in hospitals right through to pirate 
radio, he finally achieved his dream in 2008 
when he and 14 others beat back tough 
competition to win a broadcasting licence 
for the Huntingdon Area. Mayor Hensley 
remembers getting the confirmation call as 
"one of the happiest moments of his life", 
and spent the next two years building the 
Saxongate studios from the ground up with 
just a few workmen, a dedicated team and 
most materials donated from a plethora of 
supporters and local businesses. 

This kind of self-starting attitude has wound 
its way into his politics. Coming into power 
through a seat on the district council, Bill 
admits he wanted to "change the world" 
but quickly realised that "councils move too 
slowly and with far too much bureaucracy". 
After stints in the District Council, Hunts 
Town Council and Warboys own parish 
council, does he think there are too many 
cooks in the kitchen? "If managed carefully, 
we could look more into a unitary authority 
and remove the red tape", he says, but points 
out that those at a local level need their 
input. Taking over the mayoral role in 2013, 
his motto was "community, community, 
community", followed up in the next year

and through this term with the slogan "local, 
local, local", and he has never forgotten his 
roots in his adopted community. 

Mayoral duties also pose a unique problem 
for the politically minded, with the role an 
a-political position that requires a cross-party 
position. Despite running consistently 
from a Conservative platform, Bill notes

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The story of Bill Hensley

that "after being mayor and seeing both 
sides of the story, I can empathise with the 
viewpoints of the other side", and has clearly 
made an impact with his near unanimous 
re-election as mayor in 2014. However, he 
doesn't believe that the politics of this year's 
general election is going to overshadow 
the Town Council's own election battles. 
"My experience from campaigning on the 
doorstep is that people carefully consider 
who they vote for" he says, "and they will be 
looking at the whole ticket in May". 

As for his policies, his role has vastly impacted 
his views on society. Visiting Huntingdon's 
twin towns on the continent, where the 
Mayor represents a powerful force in the 
community, he laments the loss in Britain of 
the Cafe culture. "I wish more people would 
live above the shops", which Bill believed 
could breathe life back into the town centres 
that are beginning to be forgotten. As 
for infrastructure and housing, one of the 
biggest and most controversial topics in the 
area, Bill remains steadfast if pragmatic. "I'm 
very proud that we are amongst the fastest 
growing towns in England", he states, "but 
houses have to go somewhere". However, 
he does "not support building on greenfield 
sites when there are so many brownfield 
sites available" particularly the old airbases 
and military instillations, and argues that the 
infrastructure must be in place before any 
development is considered. Here is where he 
believes Parish and Town councils deserve 
greater veto powers, noting that they are 
the "best informed" about their own wards, 
and that "local knowledge is key" in these 
situations. 

However, closest to Bill's heart is the work 
the Mayor does for local charities on the 
Mayor's Charitable Foundation. One of 
the cornerstones of his time in the Mayor's 
office has been changing the accepted two 
charity formula of his predecessors, with Bill 
choosing ten uniquely local charities last 
year and eight this year. "While giving to 
the national charities is fantastic, it's great 
to see how just a few hundred pounds can 


really make a difference in the local area". 
His County Matters show on HCR104 has 
given airtime to hundreds of local charitable 
organistions, and there is no plan to stop 
anytime soon with Bill hoping to raise over 
£10,000 this year for the Mayor's Charities 
alone. 

Coming full circle from the history of the 


office to its future, Bill takes the views that 
"every mayor wants to leave a legacy" but 
he won't be "making changes for changes 
sake" He takes pride at seeing his name up 
on that grand wall alongside the figures of 
our history, and hopes to continue serving 
the community in any way he can. He has 
also recently confirmed he will not be 


standing for a fourth term, stating that three 
is enough and that he would like to continue 
his So, what is next? All I can manage to coax 
is three words, "watch this space". If there is 
anything I have learned from the hour I spent 
will Bill Hensley it's that if he sets his mind to 
something, you can bet the house on it. So 
my advice is just that, watch that space
